The 
state draft call for July 
1„ 
187 
m en- will be the biggest monthly 
quota for the past six-m onths 
rerlod. Brigadier General Paul L. 
Wakefield state Selective Service 
director said Wednesday. 
Local board quotas fur the July 
eall are scheduled to be mailed 
from state Selective Service head­ 
quarters Wednesday, following re­ 
ceipt of the state quota from nat­ 
ional Selective 
Service 
head­ 
quarters several days ago 
At the same 
time 
General 
Wakefield said, the state draft 
headquarters is planning to send 
2.417 men for the combined phys­ 
ical-mental examinations tin July 
The local board anotas for this 
call for examinations are expect­ 
ed 
to be placed in the mail Fri­ 
day. 
The July call is the biggest 
monthly quota we have received 
since February. General Wakefield 
commented, “when we asked to 
deliver 1,314 men.” 
The state director of Selective 
Service said he had been expect­ 
ing quotas to go up in July and 
predicted that the 
calls 
would 
stay at the increased level or high­ 
er for a 12-month period beginn­ 
ing in July. 
The national quota was increas­ 
ed from 18 000 to 30,000 in July”, 
General Wakefield pointed out. 
“The national figure has been at 
18.000 over a period of the past 
several months.” 
Cause for the increase. General 
Wakefield said, was the fact that 
more men will be getting out of 
uniform during the government’s 
next fiscal year than were sep­ 
arated during the present fiscal 
year. The present fiscal year ends 
June 30.
